A Baron of France, who em igrated to this 
portion of C entral A m erica shortly after the 
Franco-G erm an war h ad term inated so fatally 
for h is country, lustead of posing as a gentle­ 
m an too prouu to soil bis hands w ith labor, 
m ade th e best of his circum stances. 
He was in a strange laud w ithout funds or 
friends; th e latter, however, he soon secured, 
for he w sb industrious, and alter w orking for 
several years as an overseer upon ihe p lan ta­ 
tion of a native p lanter, he m arried the p lan ­ 
ter’s daughter and in due tim e becam e a 
planter him self. 
His fathor had, In the day of Lon is Philippe, 
been a director in the Royal French Lottery, so 
th at w hen the Ix>uisiaua State Lottery Com­ 
pany established an agency in his adopted 
country he patronised it. His investm ents, 
however, did not prove very rem unerative until 
th e Jan e drawing, when Barou Blank, as usual, 
m ade his visit to town, aud, paying tw o A m eri­ 
can dollars, received in exqhange one of those 
white-green-blu.* slips of paper, w hich has a 
num ber printed in black across th e face of it. 
The docum ent was taken hom e, an d le Baron 
thought nothing m ore of th e circum stance u n ­ 
til one day. when he was surprised at receiving 
a com m unication from the agents from whom 
th e ticket had been bought, notifying him to 
see them at once. The com m unication rath er 
upset him . 
H ad Dame F ortune at last sm iled 
on him ? H ad he ilnally been rewarded for in ­ 
num erable disappointm ents? These and m any 
o ther questions suggested them selves to him , 
as he hastened to keep the appointm ent. The 
tro th was soon learned, Baron Blank had bought 
tick et 90,443, w hich had won one-tenth of the 
capital prize of $300,000. 
The ticket was sent to K uhlm an, Salz »fc Co., 
the leather m erchants of this cily, who repre­ 
sent the C entral A m erican firm w here It had 
been bought. The m oney was collected through 
the Anglo-Navada B ank of San F rancisco, and 
by this tim e the lucky F renchm an is now in 
full possession of his $30,000, w hich he secured 
by an Investm ent of two dollars.—|3an F ran­ 
cisco (Cal.)

S o m e o f t h e T h i n s * th e “ T ln if » ” 
F a ile d , t o P u b llM h . 
An article in the 
Timen yesterday 
m orning headed “ Inestim able Transac­ 
tio n s," accuses 
Councilman 
Collins. 
M oriarty and Cohn, with having violated 
a provision of the C harter, in selling 
goods to the city, and states the law as 
follows: 
“ The Charter expressly pro­ 
vides th at no m em ber of the Council 
shall, either directly or indirectly, be in­ 
terested in any contract with the city, or 
shall vote on any subject in which he is 
personally interested." 
The Times reporter, in writing about 
this subject, evidently forgot to look at 
the City Charter, the provision of which 
in relation to this m atter reads as fol­ 
lows : 
“ The Mayor and mem bers of the Coun­ 
cil, as also all other city officers, either 
elected or appointed, according to the 
provisions of this Act, are hereby prohib­ 
ited from being directly or indirectly in­ 
terested in any contract made by said 
Council, or in any pay for work done un­ 
der their supervision." 
The Councilmen hold th at there is 
nothing said in this section with refer­ 
ence to the sale of goods to the city that 
are not sold under contract. 
The only 
contract upon the m inutes of the City 
Clerk in which a Councilman has been 
interested was that of the Los Angeles 
Storage and Commission Company to 
furnish the city w ith 500 barrels of ce­ 
m ent valued at $5 per barrel. This con­ 
tract was awarded by the City Council on 
Septem ber 26, 1887, and the directory of 
th e city says th at Councilman H . H il­ 
ler is the President of the Los Angeles 
Storage and Commission Company. The 
Times reporter did not find this contract 
in ita search nor did he find the bills of 
Councilman Lovell under date of March 
18th, 1887, May 1st of the same year and 
Ju ly 1st. Tiieee bills aggregate $518.05 
for groceries furnished to th e'P est House 
from February 18th to June 28th, but 
they differ slightly from the bills of the 
Councilmen whom the Times reporter 
called to task whose names appear in 
full on their bills. 
The bill of March 
18th was made on Mr. Lovell’s blanks, 
but Mr. Lovell’s nam e is scratched over 
and

Mr. Lovell’s handw riting. The endorse­ 
m ent on the back of this bill was first 
“ Bill of John Lovell," but the name was 
scratched and the nam e of Henck was 
substituted in lead pencil. The Finance 
Committee, composed of J. Frankenfield 
and E . W . Jones approved this bill. The 
bill dated May 1st was attached to a bill 
of Simmons & Son, a wood and coal firm, 
and at the bottom of Mr. Lovell’s bill are 
the words, “ Draw w arrant in favor of 
Simmons & son." On the bill of July 
1st Mr. Lovell’s name was scratched and 
th e nam e of George H enck inserted. An­ 
other bill of the same date was similarly 
treated. These are some of the things 
which the Times reporter failed to find.

Many a cold, clammy corpse has orna­ 
mented an Arizona gibbet or dangled 
from the limb of some gallows tree, as 
mute rem inder of the swift and relentless 
retribution dealt out by the Territorial 
vigilantes societies, but it is said th at 
never has a public execution taken place 
in the Territory other than such as oc­ 
curred under the jurisdiction of Judge 
Lynch. The customs of m odern civiliza­ 
tion are, however, now m aking such in­ 
roads that the authorities are about to 
hang a culprit according to due form of 
law. No regulation death w arrant hav­ 
ing ever been issued in the Territory, the 
Clerk of the United States District Court 
of Arizona, has been obliged to send all 
the way to Los Angeles for a death w ar­ 
rant form. The same was yesterday duly 
expressed United Slates District Clerk J. 
II. M artin, by Clerk Edelm an of the Su­ 
perior Court of this county ; and unless 
the good citizens of the Territory weary 
at the law’s delay and relieve the Sheriff 
of his contract, by resorting to the old­ 
time custom of taking the prisoner out of 
jail and hanging him to a lim b of the 
nearest tree, the same blank death war­ 
rant will in due time be filled out, and a 
copy of it presented to the condemned 
culprit.

Thus there seems to 
be a contest of opinion here. 
In the 
light of the A ttorney-GeneraPs dispatch 
to County Clerk Dunamoor it would 
appear to be a mooted question as to 
w hether even those registered on the 2nd 
h u t. can vote. 
However, we advise 
Democrats to keep on registering. If 
they ca n 't vote this year they can vote at 
th e next election.

T h e D em ocratic O u tlo o k —S tate an d 
N a tio n a l. 
The canvass in California has improved 
indefinitely for the Democracy during 
the past week. 
U ntil recently Demo­ 
cratic journals which had a character to 
maintain for political sagacity, have been 
somewhat reserved in their claims as to 
the State of California. Nothing is easier 
than to claim everything, let the issue be 
what it might. 
But newspapers which 
expect to be published after the election, 
and whose guiding spirits care nothing 
for office, and would probably not accept 
an office if tendered, have some pride of 
opinion, and do not care to venture upon 
prophecies which might be largely dis­ 
credited by the result. 
The H e r a l d is of this class, and we 
have not hitherto cared to make sweep­ 
ing vaunts. California is generally a 
close State, and ordinarily it has been 
Republican, taking the record since the 
war ab the standard. 
There are circumstances that, this 
year, seem to indicate a strong cur­ 
rent which will land the State in the 
Cleveland and Thurm an column. These 
are briefly: 
(1.) The German vote is alm ost solid 
ly Democratic this year. 
The local 
trend of the Republican party towards a 
sum ptuary law regime has given us al­ 
most the entire G erm an vo e. The only 
election in this State in .which we have 
had this vote heretofore was in 1882, 
when the Republicans had adopted 
sumptuary 
law 
plank, 
somewhat 
equivalent to that of the National Repub­ 
licans at Chicago this year. 
In 1882 the 
Democrats carried California by 22,000 
plurality, the figure by which they elect­ 
ed Stoneman Governor. The situation 
is much the same now that it was then, 
and the Democrats have the great con­ 
solation of knowing that they can throw 
off 20,000 of that splendid plurality and 
yet win by 2,000. “ Small favors thank 
fully received; large oneB accordin'.” 
(2.) The Scott exclusion bill—a bill 
formulated by a Democrat fam iliar of 
the W hite H o u b o , passed immediately 
by a Democratic House and signed by a 
Democratic 
President — gives 
to the 
people of the Pacific Coast and to Cali­ 
fornia particularly the result aimed at in 
years of popular hope a n i struggle. It 
has strengthened the Democratic party 
ten thousand votes in this Commou 
wealth in the im pending struggle. 
(3.) The Prohibitionists in this State 
and particularly in the Southern counties, 
are developing a strength which they 
have never heretofore shown. 
Their 
leaders claim 2500 votes in this county, 
at least 2000 of whom will be taken from 
the Republican party. This is a power­ 
ful help to Cleveland and Thurm an, and 
will probably elect the whole Democratic 
County ticket. 
Los Angeles county is 
specially in need of a thorough Demo­ 
cratic redem ption, and this year it will 
in all likelihood get it, root and branch. 
For the reasons herein enum erated The 
H e r a l d believes that the Democratic 
party will carry the State of California, 
The 
National 
contest is if possible 
brighter. The man who talks about any 
doubt or difficulty in Cleveland’s carry­ 
ing the State of New York is wasting his 
breath and sham ing his intelligence. 
The Em pire State is as certain to go for 
the Democratic ticket as the Aurora 
Borealis is to be a feature of the gorgeous 
natural phenom ena of the Arctic region. 
In the union of Cleveland and H ill we 
have a guarantee that New York will 
make it merely a m atter of Democratic 
majorities. 
As to New Jersey, it is sufficient to say 
that that State has cast her electoral 
majorities for every Democratic candi­ 
date since the war except for Horace 
Greeley, who never was a Democrat. 
That she will do herself proud in the case 
of Grover Cleveland goes without saying 
when the fact is borne in m ind that 
Cleveland him self was born in the Sweet 
Potato State. 
State pride as well as 
patriotism calls upon New Jersey to outdo 
herself. Her very Apple Jack would sour 
in the jugs if her citizens were to prove 
recreant on the present occasion. To cap 
all, the Prohibition candidate is also from 
New Jersey, and that party in that State 
never showed anything like the vitality 
it exhibits now. 
New Jersey will not 
only go Democratic but will go Demo­ 
cratic largely. 
Thus, with New York, New Jersey and 
the solid South, Mr. Cleveland needs but 
three other electoral votes, the exhibit 
stands as follows:

TALKS ON TH E T A R IFF. 


Here'» H o w It I» 'J h a t We n a v e n 'i 
Clot Skip». 
Here are Bome facts that account for 
the destruction of our once magnificent 
merchant m arine. 
They are condensed 
from the speech of Congressman W. L. 
Scott in the House of Representatives on 
May 11: 
W ith longer coast lines than any other 
nation in the world, producing a greater 
quantity of sea-borne tonnage, if we 
elim inate coal, we are yet dependent 
upon other nations for ships to do our 
carrying. 
While England and her col­ 
onies owned 58 per cent, of the sea-going 
tonnage of the world, according to the 
returns of 1883, the proportion of the 
United States was 45 per cent. 
The annual report of the Chief of the 
Burean of Statistics for 1887, page 59, 
save: “ There was a decline in the pro­ 
portion of value of commodities carried 
m bur vessels from 75 per cent, in 1856 
to 14 per cent, in 1887. Prior to the year 
1860 the ships of the world were con­ 
structed of wood, and the great sea- 


carrying trade of the world was done by 
sailing vessels. 
The great piueries of 
the State of Maine and the white oak of 
the swamps of Florida could not be com­ 
bined into a trust. 
American ingenuity 
and enterprise were free to exert them ­ 
selves in any direction 
that led 
to 
prosperity. 
In 1860 the sea-borne ton­ 
nage of the world flying the American 
flag was nbout equal th at of Englaud. 
We are the second ifjnot the first m ari­ 
time people in the world. 
At th at date 
the relative population between England 
and the United States w as: 
England, 
28,730,000 and the United States, 31,­ 
440,000. 
According to the census of 1889 
our population exceeded that of England 
by 15,760,000 and the relativo sea-borne 
tonnage of the world was England 58 per 
cent., and the United StateB 45 per cent.” 
The wooden sailing ship was doomed 
in the year 1860, and the iron and steel 
ship, propelled by steam, was destined 
to supplant it upon economic grounds. 
“ Can it be claim ed,” said Mr. Scott, 
“ that the people of this nation could not 
and would not have adjusted themselves 
to this changed condition of affairs, had 
not unwise legislation prevented them 
from doing so? W hat is a steel or iron 
ship, sir? 
W hat proportion of its cost 
consists of structural iron or steel beam s? 
Aud how was it possible for the individ­ 
ual enterprise of this country to engage 
in the construction of iron strips when 
steel beams could be bought in England 
for $26 88 per ton, while the same beams 
cost in the United States 3-3 cents per 
pound, or $66 per 
ton? 
W hat has 
brought us to this low state ? The policy 
of restriction. 
“ Under this policy, sir, cruel, barbar­ 
ous, Bourbon, our magnificent foreign 
m erchant marine has sunk into insignifi­ 
cance, and that sem inary of dauntless 
sailors, th at sure reserve of national de­ 
fense, which once excited the admiration 
of Burke and of Chatham , has disap­ 
peared under the blight of your illiberal 
law s!”—[New York News. 


M orton a n d tk e Special T a x B ond». 
North Carolina has a special interest 
iu defeating the Republican ticket for 
President 
and Vice-President at the 
coming 
election. 
Why 
is th is eo? 
Because Levi P. Morton, of the firm of 
.Morton, Bliss & Co., of Wail street, and 
the Radical candidate for Vice-President 
of the United States, is the owner of the 
infamous special tax bonds, so called, 
issued by the carpet-baggers, and is seek­ 
ing to force us to pay them through the 
Federal Courts.

Co., are seeking to have these bonds col­ 
lected through the Federal Court, and in 
this court it will be borne in m ind that 
Hugh Lennox Bond, a man remembered 
in North Carolina only to be hated, is a 
Circuit Judge. 
Morton, Bliss & Co. 
brought two suits, one in their own 
nam e in the State Court, which having 
been removed to the Federal Court was 
thrown out of the court because they 
were not citizens. 
The other suit was 
in the name of A. H. Temple, a citizen 
of Wake county, and the case coming 
on to be heard in the Federal Court, 
Judge Seymour, the 
District Judge, 
and the aforesaid Bond, the Circuit 
Judge, both being upon the bench, there 
was a division of opinion, Seymour being 
of the opinion that the State could not be 
sued by a citizen of its own or any other 
State, and Bond being of the opinion 
that the State could be sued by one of its 
own citizens. 
Rond being the bigger 
Judge, his opinion prevailed and so the 
case went against the State and in favor 
of Temple. 
But an appeal being allowed 
in such cases, one was taken by the State 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, where it is now ponding. 
U nder these circumstances does any 
man think it prudent on the part of 
North Carolinians to put more power into 
the hands of Mr. Levi P . Morton than he 
now posseses ? Is it wise to put a stick in 
your enem y’s hand to break your head 
with ? 
Suppose Mr. Morton should become 
Vice-President and Mr. H arrison Presi­ 
dent of the United States, who knows 
how soon the Supreme Court of the 
United States will be “ watered” to 
carry this suit in favor of Mr. Morton ? 
The millions he would make out of it 
would be a big thing to re-imbnrse 
him for his present campaign expenses 
and to create future campaign funds 
for the Radical party.
